Opens five to 
seven florets with good placement on a 25-inch flower head. The stem is 
medium, always straight and stands heat well without crooking. Rated 
third from the top in 1950 NAGC test gardens. Color a pure light spec- 
trum red with medium ruffling and no markings.

ABU HASSAN (K. & M.). Beautiful rich violet 
blue, with buds showing darker and slight fine 
penciling in throat. Five open on a tall, slender but 
stiff spike. 


ALICE AYER. A pure early white with five to 
seven nicely placed florets on a good flower head. 
Looks quite promising for a good one in its color. 


ASTRID (Jack). Clear, medium rose with narrow 
throat line. Opens five to seven florets which are 
slightly ruffled. Looks like a fine new addition to 
this color class and a grand cut flower. 


ATHLONE (Palmer). Clear warm flesh color. 
Opens up to 10 well placed florets arranged in 
ideal formal style. 


AUREOLE (Pruitt). A light heavily ruffled yellow. 
Very popular cut flower and prolific grower mak- 
ing jumbo bulblets that will bloom profusely. 
BEAUTY’S BLUSH (Fischer). Color is a delicate 
pink blush overlieing a frosty white. Opens 8 plain 
petaled round florets on a tall spike. An excellent 
cut flower for home or shop. 


BENJAMIN BRITTEN (K. & M.). Very deep laven- 
der with small white lines. Very beautiful. 


BETTY DUNCAN (Benedict). Lovely orange blend- 


ing to a clear golden throat. A good grower and 
looks like a fine commercial. 
BIRCH RED (Rich). A smooth pure medium dark 


red without markings. Opens up to seven nice 
round florets on a tall spike. An excellent variety. 


BOISE BELLE (Roberts). A very pleasing pink and 
yellow that will open up to 12 very heavily ruffled 
florets with most of the remaining buds showing 
color. Very vigorous and husky grower and quite 
popular with the home gardener and as a com- 
mercial

BRIDAL ORCHID (Carlson). New strong growing 
pastel lavender of huge size. Opens up to 10 ruf- 
fled florets on long flower spike with as many as 
24 buds. Will open to tip when cut in tight bud and 
an excellent cut flower. 


BURMA (Palmer). Very deep, heavily ruffled rose, 
somewhat lighter in the upper throat and shading 
to a beautiful darker blotch on the lip. 


CANDY HEART (Salbach). Pure flesh pink with 
a large blotch of light carmine. 


CHAMOUNY (Baerman). A distinct shade of deep 
rose shading to lighter color on edge of petals. 
Opens up to 10 blooms on a tall spike. Always 
popular with the cut flower trade as it is really 
beautiful. 


CHERBOURG (Eu). A very pleasing shade of rose 
almost the identical color of a Better Times rose. 
A grand florist flower. 


CIRCE (K. & M.), Early russet orange with a deeper 
red blotch and creamy yellow band. A very strong 
grower. 


CLARENCE D. FORTNAM (Kadel). Beautiful blush 
pink that opens 8 on a 24-inch flower head. Heavily 
ruffled and needlepoint and a grand show winner. 
Highly recommended. 


COLONEL ATKINSON (Williams). A husky laven- 
der rose clear to the throat, except for a deeper 
hair line of rose on the lower petal. Rather a late 
bloomer. 


COLUMBIA (Roberts-Majeski). Color is quite simi- 
lar to the old popular variety, Corona, except that 
there is no yellow or other foreign color in the 
throat. Fully described in right-hand column under 
the color illustration. 


COMPLEXION (Bastian). A very fine pink that is 
straight and tall with a good stem, making it a 
good commercial and exhibition variety. 


CONNIE G (Woods). A beautiful heavily ruffled 
cream. Holds up to eight well placed blooms open 
at a time. 


DIEPPE (Hassall). Deep salmon red with darker 
blotch. Very distinctive and grand color. 


DR. FLEMING (Eu), A large medium pink that is 
very attractive. Opens five well placed florets on 
a medium height spike. 


ELIZABETH THE QUEEN (White). Beautiful lavy- 
ender with darker lines in throat. Large ruffled 
blooms with seven or eight open.

ELMER’S ROSE (Fischer). A heavily ruffled deep 
rose that has great possibilities of becoming a 
great cut flower variety as well as a beauty in the 
home garden. 


EVANGELINE (Palmer). A fine new very light 
rose pink with a creamy yellow throat. Grows to 
a huge size with plants up to six feet. Opens eight 
or nine fine ruffled blooms on a long, stretchy 
stem. 


ETHEL CAVE COLE (Cave). Early pure light pink 
shading to cream in the throat. 


FIREBRAND (Butt). A nice medium red that fairly 
glistens like velvet. Slightly darker in throat with 
white lines on lower petals. 


FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE (Harris). One of the 
finest of the new whites. Up to eight blooms open 
on a tall, straight spike. Considered a grand com- 
mercial and show flower by all the growers and 
destined to be one of the best in its color. 


FRIENDSHIP (Fischer). A beautiful soft pure ruf- 
fled pink of the shade all will fall in love with. 
Opens up to 8 nicely placed blooms on a medium 
spike. If you like a pure pink, you must have this 
one, 


GIANT CYCLAMEN (Higgins). Very attractive 
light rose. Opens several lavender-rose, well placed 
flowers. Color somewhat similar to Miss Wisconsin 
but perhaps better. 


GOLD (Marshall). A new wonderful rich yellow 
variety that has become the sensation in the yel- 
low class. Strong healthy grower that has won 
many ribbons and can’t help being a grand com- 
mercial. 


GREEN LIGHT (Pfitzer). In big demand on account 
of its chartreuse color. Buds have a greenish gloss, 
with open florets of a lighter color. 


HARRY HOPKINS (Salman). A grand rose red 
with nice spike and good placement. A fine cut 
flower with excellent placement. 


HEIRLOOM (Klein). Probably the most talked of 
1952 release. A clear orchid lavender with no 
flecking. Has a grand show record and should be- 
come one of the finest of new introductions. 


HUNTRESS (Jack). Extremely early light pinkish 
lavender. Sometimes blooms come flecked but has 
been popular since introduction on account of its 
earliness and cut flower value. 


JUNE DAY (Roberts). Extremely early blooming 
pure pink with a small cherry blotch. Opens up 
to seven florets on a medium tall spike. The earli- 
est bloomer in the field as a rule. 


KAREN (Mazur). Clear medium magenta shading 
lighter toward the throat, with the three lower 
petals showing a sulphur color. Very attractive.
